Mr. Gibson, B.A, told un of his vigils ‘to 
Windsor, whon bonoured with sittings for 
hia admirable bust of tho young Quocn, On 
first getting the. commission, and the 
command to attend at the Caatle, he waa in 
much auriety and trepidation cancarning his 
interview with royalty, The very_firet. half 
lout put him perfectly at ease, He waa 
charmed by the gracious and’ affable de« 
toganour both of the Queen and the Prince, 
and be was surprised and delighted by tho 
wide and varied knowledge shown :by the 
Queen in conversation, tor ahe talked frankly 
op many subjects, At one of the sittings 
he‘said he wished to measure the mouth, if 
.Her Majesty would allow him. “Ob} 
certainly,” said the Queen, “ if I can ‘only 
keep it still and not laugh.” Tho propoaul 
“was apparently unexpected, and eo droll, 
+ that it was-aome tite before the Queen could 
compoao bereelf, and only. after repeatedly 
laughing. Another day ho, said that he 
wiabed to sea Hor Majesty in evening dress, 
She came down the stairs -with the Princo, 
who ,accompaniéd” her, ‘baving, like a fond 
young husband, his arm round hie’ wife’a 
peek, and eaid, pointing to the shoulder 
“Mr, Gibsor, you must give me this dimple,” 
The only drawback inthe artist's pleasant 
recollections of those days was the disturbing 
preaenca’ of a dear bright restless child, of 
about three, who kept dodging about with 
her doll.

perwission to measure her’ mouth, adding, 
“T measure algo ber height, toa line, and it 
waa exactly five feet,"--Dr. Macaulay's 
“ Victoria, R. I., Her Life and Reign.”

If his circulation waa 
depleted, a few gallona more or leas of. kid’s 
blood could be transfused. Then the sealp, 
which had bean torn off by machinery, could 
be replaced by grafta of hair from friends’ 
heads, Somebody would also contribute 

~ some, skin to be tranaplanted to the place 
where the flesh had been bared, Then the 
patient would be requested to contribute ane 
of his own fingers to make & nose in ploce 
‘of the one which bod been smashed. A 
rabbit's eye would owke up the loss of the 


~~ ~mao's~ orbit. ~A~cork ‘tree--.would.. be—laid 


under tribute te supply a member in place 
of the leg which had to be amputated ind 
a few dog tendons, asin the New Bedford 
case, or fiddle strings, would repair the other 
leg, wo that it could be used. By an opera- 
tion of tracheotomy hia disensedfargox would 
bo supplemented by ona of gutta-peroha, A 
set of porcelain teeth would componente 
_ him for the lose of hia original grinders, and 
a pair of audiphones would rostore bis 
hearing. If necessary, 8 yard or two of bie 
vitals might be removed, and the remaindér 
spliced togother; but that, it is admitted, 
is dene only in extreme cases, Thue a man, 
‘argues our enthusiastic.
